TO BAN AID FOR AXIS 


ASHINGTON, Sunday — 

Admiral John Hoover and 

a State Department g@ficial have 

arrived in Martinique to negotiate 

an agreement with Admiral Robert, 
the French Commissioner there. 

The State Department, announcing 
the mission, said: —“ Should mutually 
satisfactory arrangements be reached 
with Admiral Robert, as High Com- 
missioner, assuring that the French 
authorities in the French Caribbean 
and Atlantic coast area will not furnish 
aid or comfort to the Axis forces, the 
United States is prepared to safeguard 
the interest of France in these areas, 
to maintain economic life and to assure 
that all the assets of the French 
Government in the French Caribbean 
possessions shall be held for the ulti- 
mate use of the French people.” 

Three French warships and the 
auxiliary eruiser HBaurfleur 
with a number of minor units and 
seven French tankers, are at 
Martinique.

Locked away in the chief port of the 
island is French gold valued at about 
£80,000,000, taken off French warships 
which made a dash for the French 
colony soon after the 1940 Armistice.

Nevertheless, the 
war has ceased to be the one-sided 
affair that it was until several 
months after the opening of his 
Russian campaign, and nobody who 
reads the English newspapers or 
listens to the speeches of English 
statesmen can fail to realise how the 
mood of the people has altered. 
They were always courageous; they 
always retained a curious confidence 
in themselves, even when the odds 


seemed heaviest against them; but 


that confidence was put to a severe 
strain a year ago, and even the most 
optimistic articles and speeches were 
tinged with more than a shadow of 
doubt: it was almost as if they felt 
that nothing short of a miracle 
could save them—and expected the 
miracle to happen. To-day they 
suffer from no doubts. With or 
without reason, they are satisfied 
that the tide of war is on the turn; 
and so thoroughly has their mood 
changed that during the last few 
weeks they have been clam 

for the opening of a second front 
on the continent of Europe. The 
danger is, of course, that the 
pendulum may swing too far. In 
his speech last night, commemorat- 
ing the second anniversary of his 
elevation to the Premiership on the 
dark morning of May 10th, 1940, 
Mr. Churchill was careful to avoid 
any indiscreet promises. He praised 
the people’s
